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DOT - Planning, Programming, and Modal Division

Purpose and History

The Planning, Programming, and Modal Division of the Department of Transportation (DOT) is responsible for developing both long
and short-range transportation plans, forecasting road funding revenues, developing the Five-Year Transportation Improvement
Program, developing city, county and state transportation maps, and administering several grant programs and financial assistance
programs. The Division also forecasts traffic, maintains the DOT traffic and roadway conditions databases, administers the lowa
Clean Air Attainment Program, and coordinates activities with the Metropolitan Planning Organizations and Regional Planning
Affiliations. The Division acts as liaison to the different federal counterpart agencies and provides technical assistance related to
the multimodal transportation systems as well. The Division is composed of six offices.

Grant Programs and Financial Assistance Programs Administered

Funding History

Appropriations for the operations of the Planning, Programming, and Modal Division are typically provided 95.0% from the Primary
Road Fund and 5.0% from the Road Use Tax Fund (RUTF). The appropriations for the Division are in the Transportation
Appropriations Bill under the purview of the Transportation, Infrastructure, and Capitals Appropriations Subcommittee. The Division
receives no General Fund appropriations for operations. In FY 2015, the General Assembly appropriated $8.3 million to the
Division.
